Tests on mongoloid children In­ 
dicate the error may affect pro­ 
duction of a key brain chemical, 
serotonin. The discovery comes 
from Dr. Jerome Lejeune of the 
University of

found the children possessed an 
abnormal number of chromosomes 
—those delicate strands of genes 
that determine what we will be. 
Dr. Lejeune recalled an experi­ 
ment 23 years ago in which fruit 
flies with abnormal chromosomes 
suffered from small, slitted eyes. 
When fed corrective material, the 
fruit flies became normal again.

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Castro Threatens Revolts 
lf Kennedy's Plan Starts

HAVANA (AP) - Fidel Castro 
threatened Tuesday that Cuba will 
“form many revolutionary gov- 
ernments-in-exile’’ 
— 
beginning 
with Puerto R ico-if the United 
States sanctions a Cuban govern- 
ment-in-exile. 
The prime minister made a 
sharp counterattack to President 
Kennedy’s 
announcement 
of 
a 
broad 10-year economic and so­ 
cial development program for Lat­ 
in America and Kennedy’s ex­ 
pression of hope that the people 
of Cuba “will soon rejoin the so­ 
ciety of free men, uniting with 
us in our common effort.’’ 
Castro quickly interpreted the 
Kennedy program, outlined to Lat- 
in-American 
diplomats 
at 
a 
White House reception, as a call 
for a revolt against his regime. 
“If 
they 
promote 
revolution 
against us, we will promote rev­ 
olution against the governments 
which promote revolution against 
us,” he said. 
Castro linked his attack on the 
Kennedy administration 
with a 
fresh charge of aggression by the 
United States. He said the United 
“States had supplied counter-revo­ 
lutionaries with an armed ship 
that shot up the nationalized Tex­ 
aco oil refinery at Santiago be­ 
fore dawn Monday. 
The 
government - controlled 
press and radio said the ship 
probably sped to a refuge at the 
U S Naval Base at Guantanamo 
Bay after firing shots that killed 
a Cuban sailor, wounded a mil­ 
itiamen, and set fire to an at­ 
mospheric tower at the refinery, 
end punctured three tanks. 
Officials at the naval base, 45 
miles east of Santiago, denied the 


vessel had taken refuge at the 
base.

licenses for convicted speeders 
needing a license to earn their 
living. 
TURNED IT DOWN 
Previously, the Lawrence admin­ 
istration turned thumbs down on 
plans 
for 
restricted 
licenses, 
which were outlawed five years 
ago. The governor returned from 
a Florida vacation Tuesday. He 
was expected to make know n soon 
his attitude on the compromise 
plan. 
The restricted license proposals 
have bipartisan backing. During 
floor debate on the radar bill last 
week Sens. Hugh McMenamin, D- 
Lacknwanna. and John J. Halus- 
ka, D-Cambria, urged passage of 
such legislation. 
Republicans, who put up solid 
opposition in defeat of the radar 
bill last week, did not challenge 
efforts to revive the measure Tues­ 
day.

By FRANK S. ZETTLE 
Adams County Farm Agtnt 
It's lambing time, one of the 
moat important times in the sheep 
production 
year. 
Save

T a g a l l 
ewes and par­ 
tial I a r I y 
shear around 
udder 
before 
lambing. Be on hand at lambing 
in case special help Is needed. 
Where assistance is necessary 
work gently. Use good disinfect­ 
ant. Isolate ewes and lambs for 
first 24 to 48 hours. Use 5'x5’ 
pens. When possible put ewes in 
lambing pens before they lamb. 
See that lambs nurse soon after 
birth. It is important that they 
««t the first or colostrum milk. 
If the ewe has no milk at first, 
bofrow some colostrum from an­ 
other ewe that has a good supply. 
Each ewe should raise at least 
one lamb. If a ewe loses her 
lamb or lambs, put an orphan or 
one of a set crf twins or triplets 
on her. 
TREAT NAVAL CORD 
Treat naval cord of all lambs 
with tincture of iodine 
Heat lamps can be very bene- 
fclal for weak lambs,' and valu­ 
able for all lambs during cold 
weather. 
Separate ewes that have lambed 
from those that have not. Feed 
extra grain after lambing. 
Paint brands properly used will 
help cut down lamb losses. Num­ 
ber lambs as dropped, putting 
same number on ewe and her lamb 
or lambs. Number single lambs on 
the right side and twins on the 
left side. This will identify twin*. 
Use special sheep branding paint. 
Dock and castrate lambs at 
IO to 12 days of age 
Start lambs on creep in barn 
as soon as they will start eating. 
CREEP FEED PIGS 
The heavier pigs at weaning 
time reach market first. To get 
more weight on weaning pigs, give 
them creep feeds. Creep feed* 
have proved their value many 
times in research and on farm 
conditions They produce larger, 
thriftier pigs at weaning time, 
thereby '‘shortening the road to 
market." 
Suckling pigs from two weeks 
of age to weaning make very 
efficient use of feeds. Some may- 
put on a pound of gain with as 
little as two pounds of feed Start 
pigs on creep feed when they are 
five to seven days of age. Put a 
handful of a prestarter feed con­ 
taining JO to 22 per cent protein 
ta a low, flat pan in the pigs’ 
creep or bedded area where the 
tow can’t get it but where the 
pigs will be sure to find it — 
preferably under a heat light. The 
pigs will waste most of the feed 
the first two or three days, but 
they will start eating, and that is 
Important. 
USE CLEAN WATER 
Clean, fresh water is of equal 
importance for pigs to get a good 
start. They don't get enough liq 
iud from the sow s feed pan or 
the sow's milk, but need a sejv 
orate source cif water. 
When the pigs have consumed 
about four pounds of prestarter, 
start 
adding 
some 
pig-starter 
feed (18 to 20 per cent protein)! 
to the prestarter. By Hie time 
each pig has eaten five pounds of 
feed they should be getting only 
starter feeds. Keep them on the 
pig staider until they have eaten 
about 20 pounds of this feed. If 


they are doing good and weigh 
about 25 pounds at this time 
(tart switching 
them to a pig 
grower ration (16 to 18 per cent 
protein). 
Farmers following a program 
of this type, or a similar one 
recommended by their feed deal 
ers, have no trouble weaning pigs 
weighing 40 to 45 pounds at eight 
weeks at age. 
HARDWARE DISEASE 
No dairyman feeds scrap iron 
to his cows on purpose, but ifs 
amazing how many do it accident­ 
ally. And a tiny piece of wire or 
broken nail thrown in the wrong 
place can coat the dairyman a 
cow. Cows don’t chew their food 
thoroughly w’hen they eat it, and 
often 
swallow 
nails, 
screws, 
pieces of wire, pins or other bits 
of metal along with what they ant. 
These pieces usually wind up in 
the second stomach, the honey­ 
comb. often referred to as the 
‘‘hardware bucket." These sharp 
objects may pierce the stomach 
wall and cause a painful injury- 
even work their way to the heart 
and kill the animal. A continuous 
‘‘pick-up’’ routine to keep all small 
metal objects out of cow’s reach 
is urged. 
Don't mend a stanchion with 
wire, and if you miss a nail when 
you have to fix something in the 
feed alley, find it before you go 
on to the next job. Be sure to 
account for all baling wire from 
hay, straw and shavings used in 
the cow barn. Don’t chop the wire, 
but unwind it. Outlaw the steei 
brush around the feed depart 
ment. Finally, offer the hired hand 
a few words of advice on the sub­ 
ject and set a good example. 


FLOORLEADER 
DIES, AGE 36 


PITTSBURGH (AP)-Rep. Wil­ 
lard F. Agnew Jr., aggressive 
young Republican floor leader of 
the Pennsylvania House of Repre­ 
sentatives, 
died 
unexpectedly 
Tuesday in a hospital. He was 36 
Agnew bad not been feeling well 
his associates said, through much 
cf the current legislature. He had 
been absent from the House be­ 
cause of illness since March I. 
The 
family 
physician, 
Dr. 
George Kramer, said Agnew died 
of a heart condition at 5:45 a.rn 
in St. Margaret’s Hospital. 
Agnew had attracted attention 
during the early weeks of this 
year by his persistent needling of 
the Democratic state administra­ 
tion. 
"UPSET VICTORY" 
He became minority leader last 
December in an upset victory over 
a legislative veteran that stunned 
his seasoned colleagues. 
He defeated 54-year-old Albert 
W. Johnson of Smethport, McKean 
County, an attorney who had filled 
the past for four years. 
Fellow lawmakers said at the 
time they could not recall a Simi­ 
lar incident where a relative new 
comer had upset the established 
leadership in one of the legislative 
houses. 
It was the biggest triumph of Ag- 
new’s political career that started 
in his native Aspinwall as a mem­ 
ber of the City Council in the early 
1950s. He was still a member of 
the council at the time of his 
death.

2 Killed, 12 Injured When 
Blasts Rip Luzerne Factory 


KENNEDY PLEA 
DELAYS STRIKE 


HANFORD, Wash. (AP) - A 
last-minute plea from President 
Kennedy warded off a strike of 
3.500 workers at the sprawling 
Hanford Atomic Products opera 
tion late Monday night. 
The President sent telegrams to 
the principal officials concerned, 
saying "because of the nature of 
the operation at the plant” he 
urged the strike deadline be set 
back from 12:01 a rn. Tuesday to 
midnight March 31. 
A contract dispute began 74 
months ago between the Hanford 
Atomic Metal Trades Council and 
Genera] Electric Co., which oper 
ates the science center in south­ 
eastern Washington where atomic 
materials are produced. 
At issue are wages, holidays, 
vacation, sick leave, 
insurance 
and several other matters. 
At present, the average pay is 
about $3 an hour. The company 
offered a three-year contract with 
a three per cent raise immediate­ 
ly and with a four per cent raise 
next year, qualified by a number 
of options. The union asked a two- 
year contract with a five per cent 
raise each year. 
General Electric employs about 
8,000 persons at its big nuclear 
factory near the Columbia River. 
Now an atomic reactor is being 
built there to operate on plutoni­ 
um and help the Columbia River 
dams 
produce 
power 
for 
the 
Pacific Northwest. 


WILKES-BARRE. Pa 
AP) - 
Two persons were killed and 12 
others injured Monday when two 
rapid explosions ripped through a 
small toy cap factory in nearby 
Luzerne. 
The blasts, which destroyed the 
Schuyler Manufacturing Co. one- 
story cinder block plant also jolt­ 
ed a wide area around the build­ 
ing and shattered windows as far 
as a quarter of a mile away. 
The expiations occurred within 
about IO minutes of each other. 
Fire followed. 
SALESMAN KILLED 
Killed wert Jack White, 46. of 
Fullerton. Pa., a salesman for the 
Weyerhauser 
Corrugated 
Paper 
Products Co. of Delair, N. J., and 
Daniel Zimmerman. 26. of nearby 
Dallas Township R D. 2, an em­ 
ploye of the firm. 
Schuyler employs 15 persons 
When the first explosion occurred 
12 were in the building. One em­ 
ployed was off sick. Two others, 
who work the night ahift, had not 
yet reported in. 
Investigators believe the explos­ 
ions occurred in the powder room 
adjacent to the office of plant $u 
perintendent Lloyd Smith, 46, of 
Luzerne. They are continuing their 
probe into the incident in efforts 
to pinpoint the cause. 
KILLED IN OFFICE 
White and Zimmerman were be­ 
lieved to have been killed by the 
first explosion. White and Smith 
were in the superintendent’s office 
at the time, investigators said 
Zimmerman was working in the 
packaging room, as were the rest 
of the employes, when the first 
occurred. The packaging room is 
directly adjacent to the powder 
room. Most of the other employes, 
who were hurled about after the 
first blast, managed to get out 
side before the second explosion 
Morton Conelly, who operates a 
used car and auto parts firm 
across the street from the factory, 
was credited with pulling two 
women employes from the plant 
after the first explosion. 


Chismar, both of Luzerne, were 
the only employes in the plant not 
hospitalized. 
BODY THROWN 300 FT. 
Smith, who was admitted to 
Nesbitt Memorial Haspital along 
with IO other employes of the firm 
and a nearby resident, recalled 
that just before the first blast he 
was standing in the doorway of 
his office giving White an order. 
The next thing he knew, said 
Smith, he was picking himself up 
from the ground outside the build­ 
ing. 
"I don’t know how I got out 
there,” he said. 
Smith was not told White was 
killed. Whites body was found 
about 300 feet from the building on 
a culm bank The salesman had 
made a rush trip here to show 
Smith samples of a special carton 
the firm had ordered. 
Milton A. Henry, of New York. 
owner of the firm, did not immedi­ 
ately give a damage estimate. 
Meanwhile, two of the injured 
were reported in serious condition; 
the others in fair condition. 
Those reported in serious con­ 
dition were Julia Pavliek, 40, and 
Ronald Williams, 25, both of Lu­ 
zerne. 
IN FAIR CONDITION 
Smith and the only non-employe 
who was injured, Susan Kayden. 
51, who resided nearby, were re­ 
ported in fair condition along with 
these others: Francis Donahue. 36, 
Plymouth; Marcella Kanaske, 42, 
Mountaintop; Rose Kubacke, 38, 
Luzerne: Robert Kuttenberg, 23, 
Luzerne, Robert McDermott, 25, 
Kingston; D a n i e l O’Day, 35, 
Larksville; Mary Plavel, 45, Ed 
Wardsville; Dorothy Ulichney, 28. 
Edwardsville. 
O’Day said he was packing some 
caps when the first blast hurled 
him, two other men and a woman 
against a wall. A door was blown 
off its hinges, said O’Day. He and

A P A m ong our 
depressed areas one particular 
type is perhaps more resentful of 
its fate than the others. That is 
the community where a chief in­ 
dustry has been hurt by losing its 
markets to foreign imports. 
It resents both the economic toLi 
in jobs and incomes but also what 
it believes to be the injustice of 
its plight. Some companies charge 
their foreign competitors use new 
plants made possible by past mon-1 
clary aid from U.S. taxpayers. 
Others decry the competition from 
lower paid labor. 
UNION A SK S BOYCOTT 
Many communities and indus­ 
tries as well as labor unions are 
urging Congress to grant relief— 
higher tariffs, strict import quo­ 
tas. buy-American rules for gov­ 
ernment agencies. At least onej 
labor union has called for a boy­ 
cott of foreign goods of the kind 
it make?—and some communities 
have taken the same stand. 
Many industries say they have 
been seriously hurt by the inflow j 
(rf cheaper foreign goods. Some 
say they are in danger of losing 
all 
their 
markets, 
here 
and 
abroad. The cry’ for protection is 
rising higher—and the widespread 
stagnation in American industry 
has helped to sharpen the outcry. 


IM PO RTS F E L L O FF 
The latest Department of Com­ 
merce figurer won't allay this. 
They show imports fell in Janu­ 
ary to the lowest level in nearly 
two years — exports were down 
also to the lowest volume in 14 
months. But in spite of the drop 
in import totals there were rises 
in the inflow of textiles and many 
metals and manufactured items. 
And these are fields where the 
bite of foreign competition has) 
been most resented. 
‘ Some form of temporary trade 
restrictions may be necessary." 
concedes the staff of the Senate 
Commerce Committee in a report 
on the whole problem. 
But it hopes that this go\ern- 
ment can induce competing na­ 
tions to place a voluntary limit 
on their sales here, rather than 
impose import quotas 
It wants 
any trade restrictions to continue 
to be handled through the Tariff 
Commission, with Congress hav­ 
ing veto powers if the President 
overrides commission rulings. 
ASK O TH ER M E A S U R E S 
Tilt plight of areas and indus­ 
tries depressed by foreign com­ 
petition, the staff report holds,

C O N T IN U IN G P R O G R A M 
These are payments provided; 
by law to reimburse school dis 
tricks for part of the cost of ed 
ucating the children of families 
who live or work at federal in­ 
stallations. 
Morse told a reporter the legis­ 
lative history of the impact-aid 
program indicates Congress nev­ 
er viewed it as a temporary meas­ 
ure. but as a continuing program. 
Dr. Charles H. Boehm, Penn­ 
sylvania superintendent of public 
instruction, raised one of the few 
voices at the hearings from out­ 
side the administration defending 
the impact-aid cuts. He said they 


are justified "although I would 
prefer that the reductions not ap­ 
ply to the 1961-62 fiscal year but 
to the following year.” 
Boehm also suggested it might 
be more equitable to substitute 
some system of federal tuition 
payments.

tion. 
The two firms, both of which 
pleaded guilty or no ddense along 
with 27 other companies in the 
huge antitrust ca*»e which Maher 
prosecuted, said their customers

CONGRESS TO 
GET FARM PLAN 
ON THURSDAY 
FROM KENNEDY 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi 
dent Kennedy is expected to ask 
Congress Thursday to approve a 
radically new farm setup under 
which growers would write their 
own crop programs, subject to 
legislative veto. 
Congressional sources said the 
President will seek a broad del­ 
egation of powers to him and to 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman to deal directly with 
farmers in forming programs em­ 
bracing kindred and competing 
commodities. 
The farmers themselves would 
be asked to agree on the type of 
federal controls, price supports 
and other government props they 
believe are workable for the par­ 
ticular group of growers involved. 
SAM E PR IN C IP LE 
As an example, growers (rf 
wheat, corn, oats, grain sorghum 
and kindred crops would be asked 
to form their own program. An­ 
other group might include produc­ 
ers of cotton seed, soybeans and 
peanut oil. 
The hoped-for result would be 
to take out of the hands of Con­ 
gress the job of having to draft 
intricate and controversial legis­ 
lation covering the diversified 
field of agriculture. 
This would apply to the farm 
problem the same principle in­ 
volved in congressional grants to 


the President to reorganize gov­ 
ernment department* and agen­ 
cies. 
As in legislation of this latter 
type, Congress would retain a 
veto over the decisions of the 
individual farm groups. These 
groups could put their programs 
into effect by a two-third* vote 
of the growers involved. 
NOT FARM EXPERT 
But if Congress decided within 
a specified time limit—probably 
60 days—that the particular pro­ 
gram failed to fit the over-all 
agricultural pattern or involved 
too large expenditures, it could 
kill the program by a majority 
vote. 
Kennedy, who has made it clear 
in the past that he does not re­ 
gal’d himself as a farm expert, 
was said to have approved the 
principle of the new' program aft­ 
er some rather despairing efforts 
had been made to draft an over­ 
all legislative program. 
Under the new plan, Congress 
would be asked to vote authority 
to the President—which he in turn 
would delegate to the secretary 
of agriculture—to use all (rf the 
agricultural props now available. 
These would include compensa­ 
tory payments to growers, direct 
payments, crop loans, purchases 
and others.

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Don t Overstep Budget; 
Study Facts Of Mortgage

House hunting? And can’t de­ 
cide how much you can afford 
to pay? 
Many a potential home owner 
trying to figure this one out has 
filially thrown up his hands and 
trusted to luck — with unfortu­ 
nate results. 
But if you arm yourself with a 
few basic facts about mortgages, 
interest, 
insurance 
and 
other 
such necessary evils involved in 
owning your own home, chances 
are you won’t bite off more than 
you can chew. 
A good starting point is the 
nile of thumb most authorities 
give: 
Don’t buy a house that involves 
borrowing more than 24 time> 
your gross yearly income. 
But that Is just a starting point 
— an index to guide you to the 
right housing developments 
on 
your Sunday afternoon drives. If 
you earn $8,000 a year, for ex­ 
ample, steer clear of the homes 
that will saddle you with a mort­ 
gage of more than $20,000.

But when you finally come to 
the house that has you and your 
spouse swapping those just-for-us 
gpfces, it’s time to get out a pen­ 
cil and paper and start figuring. 
The terms of your proposed 
mortgage — the number of years 
you have to pay it off and the 
amount of interest involved — 
are the first things to consider. 
These will determine your month­ 
ly payment. 
Interest rates tend to follow the 
pact* of business activity. When 
business id brisk and demands 
for money are high. lending in­ 
stitutions generally respond with 
higher interest rates **r demand^ 
for larger collateral. Your banker 
is a good person to consult about 
the current level of market in­ 
terest rates.

Also you must decide which type 
of loan is best for you — con­ 
ventional, F.H.A. or V A. 


CO N V EN T IO N A L LOANS 
Conventional loans are made 
by lending institutions on the se­ 
curity of the property without 
involving the federal government, 
An F.H.A. loan is one in which you 
pay a premium of one half of one 
per cent of the amount outstand­ 
ing each year to insure tile loan 
through 
the 
Federal 
Housing 
Administration. Under the V.A. 
plan. eligible veterans can make 
loans for the full value of th* 
property. Your real estate agent 
can explain all three more fully 
Once you ascertain what your 
monthly payment would be. the 
next step is to add to this figure 
about 44 per cent of the cost of 
the home per year for property 
taxes, insurance and upkeep 
The 
breakdown 
is

per cent for taxes, up to one-ha! i 
of one per cent for insurance, and 
about 2 per cent for upkeep.)

Reduce this figure to a month­ 
ly basis, add it to your monthly 
mortgage 
payment, 
and 
apply 
rule of thumb number two: the 
amount of 
mortgage payment, 
property 
taxes 
and 
insurance 
should not exceed 25 per cent (rf 
your take home pay. In other 
words, you ought to be able to 
take care of these three items w ;th 
one week's paycheck each month. 
Again, this calls for a closer 
look. 
If property taxes are high in 
your area, or if you plan improve­ 
ments that would push taxes up 
of if the tom e you plan to buy 
is an older one. you should make 
some downward adjustments in 
price. 
On the other hand, if taxes are 
low and likely to remain low. or 
if you're buying a new tome, or 
if you're a do-it-yourselfer in re­ 
gard to maintenance and repairs, 
or if you can make a larger down 
payment, you can feel safe in 
making upward adjustments in 
price. 


P RO TECT YO U R SAV IN G S 
Incidentally, don’t plan to use 
all your savings for the down pay­ 
ment. There are going to be clos­ 
ing charges on the loan; apprais­ 
al. legal and survey fees, possibly 
future taxes and insurance pre­ 
viously paid for by the seller, plus 
moving expenses and other costs 
involved in gett.ng settled in the 
new tome. 
Whether the house you aim to 
buy is a new one or an old one 
has to be considered in light of the 
maintenance costs'you will be apt 
to pay. 
You also can get a good idea 
of whether your maintenance and 
upkeep will be heavy or light by 
making a close inspection tour of 
the home. Check for such things 
as insulation (resulting in lower 
heating costs*, adequate sewage 
disposal units, and quality building 
materials and accessories through­ 
out. Good products not only re­ 
quire 
less upkeep bu* 
usually 
carry their own guarantee 
The business of property taxes 
deserves close attention, too. 


TAX R A T E S 
Tax rates are set by each com- 
j munity. You might pay $5 per 
$100 
assessed 
value 
in 
one 
community, for example, while 
homeowners 
neai*by 
pay 
may­ 
be 10 per $ioo. 
Generally the possibility (rf fu­ 
ture tax rate increases is only 
nominal in well established com­ 
munities. But in a new develop- 
|ment, school building programs 
or expanding municipal services 
could force taxes up. It pays to 
check thoroughly. 
All this checking, investigating, 
inspecting may .seem complicated
